No dwelling can make a satisfactory home which provides merely for the mechanics of living, 
according to Federal Housing Administration officials. 
In any house, no matter how small, there 
must exist a sense of comfort in its appointments and a feeling of charm in its appearance and set­ 
ting. 
Standards of design must make for an attractive interior as well as exterior. 
While it may be 
necessary to reduce the small home to a minimum in size, it can nevertheless be a well-proportioned 
home with its openings and arrangements treated with imagination and skill. 
The drawing here shows the interior of a small home which falls within the $3,000-$3,500 price 
range. 
While not offered as a perfect model, it does illustrate what careful planning and good desigp 
can do to make a home more livable. 
In each room the furniture fits snugly into an attractive a r­ 
rangement, but because of the flexibility of the plan still more arrangements may be made without 
disturbing the orderliness of the house. 
lioth bedrooms have large closets, which home owner surveys indicate is not a universal distinc­ 
tion. 
Corner windows in the bedrooms give more wall space for furniture arrangement, yet do not 
curtail the light and ventilation. 
The home is compact and small, bat few if any of the essentials 
for gracious living have been omitted.
